D eputy W arden Put to D eath to 
End 
His M isery. 
Missoula, 
Mont., 
Oct. 
22.—Game 
W arden W . P. Scott and Deputy W a r­ 
den H enry A. Vass arrived here with 
the remains of Deputy Game W arden 
Charles B. Peyton, who was killed in 
a fight with Indians in Swan river 
country 
while attempting to arrest 
them for transgressing the game laws 
of the state. 
According to the story of Peyton’s 
death, told by Herman Randolph, the 
ranch hand who accompanied Peyton 
within lefty feet of the Indian camp, 
thp deputy game warden 
was shot 
by a thirteen-year-old Indian lad who 
had been behind the horses of the 
red skins, and had not been noticed 
by Peyton. 
When Peyton told the In ­ 
dians they were under arrest one of 
them grabbed the officer by the neck. 
Peyton shook him off and advised 
them to be peaceable. 
Another Indian 
then uttered a war whoop, pulled his 
rifle and was about to shoot, when 
Peyton dropped him 
in his tracks 
with a bullet. 
Two other Indians at­ 
tempted to get their guns unsheathed, 
but Peyton killed them before they 
could get into action. 
Rudolph then 
observed the little Indian lad kneeling 
between the horses aiming at Peyton 
and he fired at him the same moment 
that the latter fired at the officer. 
Peyton was m ortally wounded, and 
the Indian boy toppled over dead. 
The squaws put W adren Peyton out 
of his misery, according to Rudolph, 
ending his suffering by a half dozen 
shots from small caliber guns. 
All the mountain passes are being 
watt bed for the fleeing squaws, who 
have with them the bodies of the 
braves.

Chicago Alderman W ants City to Have 


More Playgrounds. 


Chicago, Oct. 22.— As a cure for 
crim inality in Chicago Alderman Der- 
ven urged that the municipal govern­ 
ment set aside each year a sum of 
money to be 
used 
in condemning 
houses unfit to live in. razing the 
structures and making breathing spots 
for children to play in. 
The idea was 
proposed in the course of an address 
on "The Human Interest in Municipal 
Governm ent” at a dinner at the Chi­ 
cago Credit Men’s association. 
And 
Derver. in the course of his speech, 
proposed that every house in the city 
that is unfit to live in should be torn 
down. 
He asked the building of ten 
playgrounds in every ward, and the 
appointment of a municipal commis­ 
sion to uproot and tear out the evil 
conditions along the west side of the 
river due to poor housing. 
"O ur failure in municipal govern­ 
ment up to this time in Chicago is due 
to the fact that we have neglected 
the human side of things,’’ he said. 
“ It costs the city of Chicago about 
$15,000.00 every eyar to handle crim ­ 
inals. 
The amount is not spent in 
curing crime. 
W e must take up this 
latter idea if we want to be a happy 
city."
